the handle slot accommodates two chicken legs mounted therein.

the rack comprijws a plasric wire for microwaving purposes.

the handle facilitates nesting a plurality of rucks.

the wdre comprises a flexible 4 mm nickel chrome steel which permits releasing the 
chicken 1^ from the slots by spreading the vertical portions apart.
